By the arrival of the Ceres at Boston, and the 
Cortes at New York, London dates to the 23rd, and 
Liverpool to the 25th of June have been received, 
being nine days later than the intelligence by the 
Nestor. Advices are received of the passage of 
the Navigation and the WEST INDIA TRADE 
Bills in the British Parliament—of the affairs of 
RUSSIA and TURKEY. It does not satisfactori- 
ly appear that peace has been decided upon, though 
our last accounts were plausible to that effect. The 
present opinions vary, and no certain result can be 
anticipated. 

The Catholic Peer’s Bill was lost in the House of 
Lords by a majority of 42. The debate, though 
protracted to alate hour, did not call forth many 
speakers.—-Lord Colchester, the Lord Chancellor, 
and the Farl of Liverpool, strenuously opposed the 
measure ; and they were replied to by Lord Ers- 
kine, Marl Grey, Lord Grenville, and Lord Holland.
